Athenians at Delp But that which was dedicated to 
Dians he left with Megabyzus the Churchwarden of Dians, 
upon this condition ( being about to fight with Ageſfilaus at 
Coronea,) That ifhe elcaped (afe out of the Battel he ſhould 
reſtore the ſacred mony to him : but ifhe received any dif- 
aſter therein, . that then Megsbyzas himiels ſhould dedicae 
it to Diaus, confelo donario, quod Dee gratiſiimigfore arbitr arc< 
tur. Afterwards Xenopbon being in exile at Scilunte, built for 
Olympia, Megab.comming thither to behold Olywpiz,reſtor'd 
the mony to Xenopbox: who receiving it boughe, therewith a 
field (having woods & Mountains 1n it, ſtored with trees;

Yea, _ Verne 
rable Beda records ; that ſuch was his tranſcendent liberali- 
ty and bounty to Gods Church and Minifiers , that after his 
Conquelt of the Iſle of Weight, be gave to Walfred and bis 
Clerks (a2 the Lo2vs nſe, tbe fourth payt of the Tſlend ( to wit 
300 Plowlands of 1200. ) and the fourth part of the Spoyl 
thereof, in performance ofhis Vow made before his rege- 
neration in Chriſt, that if he conquered the le, Quartam 
ejus partem fimul et p;zzvz Deo daret. 

Let Iobn Canne, with all the ſeveral irreligions Sets, 
and Sacrilegious Regiments of our preſent Tith-Oppug« 
ners, Detainers, Subſtratiers , ſeriouſly confider theſe Pagan 
Pretidents, to inform their Judgments, & reform their pra 
Gices, leſt they riſe up in judgement againſt them here to 
their temporal, and hereafter to their eternal condemna= 
tion.

4 5, 6, 7,8. with the good effe it wrought , already reci- 
ted, 2ly. The Examples of zealous Nebemiab, and the Re- 
ligioug Nobles and People under him ; who entred into a 
ſolemn Covenant , curſe, oath, and made ©zdinances to 
charge themſelves yearly with the third part of a Sbekle for 
the ſervice of the Houſe of God : and that they would bring 
in all their Firſt-fruics and Offerings, and the Tithes of 
their ground unto the Levites , that the ſame Levites

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might have theirTithes in all the Cities of their Tillage, 
Neb.g. 38 c. 10. 1. throughout, (pecially v.29, 3237, 38,35: 
ch, 12. 44» 45. which when afterwards negleQed, by the 
people , Nebemiab contended with the Rulers ( tor their negli- 
gence in not enforcing the people to pay them) whereupon 
this cftet enſued , Then bzought all Judah the Tithes of 
the Co:n, amd the new Wine, and the Ople unto the 
Treaſurers, 4c. And Nehemich was (o far from deeming 
this /njuſtice or Oppreſiion , as tome now maliticoully term 
it; that he prayes, Kemember me, O my God, concerning this, 
and wipe not out my good Deeds, that I have done for the Houſe of 
my God,and for tbe offices thereof, Neh,13.10,to 15-From which 
Prehdent Nicholas Hemingius( a far better Divine and Scholar 
than Fobn Canne and all his Aſſociates againſt Tithes ) thus 
reſolves in his Commentary on 1 Theff, 5, 12, 12: Therefore 
the Godly are to be admoniſhed , That by Divine Right 
they owe Dtipends unto the Piniſters of ths Church. 
But that nothing may be bere neglefled ts the dammage of the Mini- 
ſtry, This care belongs to the Duperious. For if Kings 
be nurſing Fathers to the Church ( 4 Iaiah admoxiſhetb) Poſ- 
ſunt et debent jure divino minifkris Cccleſiz ſipendia 
ozdinare, they may and ought by Divine Right ( or Gods 
Law ) to ordain Stpends to the Miniſters of the Church , by the 
example of the waff god'y King Hezechiah , 2 Chron, 31. That 
they may wholly,adgift themſ#lvey tothe Law of God. Andifthe 
people detain Theſe Salaries , and (erled Dues from them, 
they may enforce them by Fines, penalties, and Aﬀtions to 
pay them, wi 

3ly. If theſe Examples prevail not, we have the Preſi- 
dent of a zealous Heathen Prince Cwho ſh21l riſe up in judge- 
ment againſt many pretended Magiſtrates, refuting to efliit 
complaining Miniſters to recover- their juſt Tith's and 
Dues from their refraory ingrate people)to wit, King #- 
taxerxes, who making a Decree for turniſhing Ezra the Prieſt 
with whatſeever be ſhould require for the maintenance of Gods 
worſhip and Houſe, Ezra 7.

and no leſs chan thirty Kings and Queens within 
200 years ſpace, who laying down the Height of their worldly 
Power, Crowns and Glozp, that they might gain beaven by 
force, betook themſelves to « devout, retired religious Life, (accor + 
ding to the devotion of thoſe times) in ſome privete Mona- 
feries ( for the moſt part builded and endowed by them- 
ſelves ) or elſe went as Pilgrims t6 Rome ,then reputed famons for 
Her Piety.

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addes. This is 4 moſt juif Cuſtome, that if thou wilt not give 
God bis Tenth, thou ſhalt be reduced to @ Tenth of thy Eſtate, Ct 
dabis impio militi, quod non vis dare Deo et ſacerdoti; 
and thou (halt be forced to give that to a wicked Douldier, 
which thou wilt not give to God and thy Pious Pint- 
fer. This the whole Synod, of Lingon in France, Anno 
1404- declared for, and oblervedasa truth in thoſe daies. 

Decima 
left. 20 in his time. Petrus Bleſenſir, Arch-Dercon of Bath 
( who flouriſhed about the year of our Lord 1 160, ) writes 
thus to the Ciſtertian Monks, who had then procured from 
the Pope , a Bull of Exemption from paying Titbes out of the 
Lands and Poffeſsions of their Order , Epiſt. 82. ad Cifter- 
cienſes, Tow know that Covetouſneſs is the root of «tl Evil : yet it is 
ſaid, and we relate it with tears , that this Mother of Tranſgreſ- 
fin, this Miftris of Ambition , this Captain__( or Ringleader ) 
of Iniquity, this Wagoner of Miſchief 5 this Cuttbroat of Ver- 
twer, this Original of Sedition, #bis Sink of Scandals, bath da- 
red to break, in even to your Congregation 3 the Votes and Tongues 
of all men would be looſened into the commendation of your Santiity, 
if you did not forcibly ſnatch away tbat which is anotherr; Jf pon 
vid not take away Tithes from Clergy-men. This i 4 
Convefiio ( or Rapine )) lictle enough, but that which doth 
not a lictle diſhoneſt your life. By the Teſtimony of the 
Scriptures, they are the Tributes of needy Souls, And 
what is this {nfurions Immunity that pou ſhould be er-

Whiles 1 was a late cloſe Priſencr in Pendenzys Caſtle 
in Cornwell under Souldiers ( | never yet knew why 1 heard 
ſome Officers there ( who had purchaſed Crown-lands in 
Cornwall, not for CMony , but Arrears of pay ) amongſt o- 
ther their New Projefts oft times peremptorily ſaying, Wa 
Will babe all Tithes put down; Whereupon 1 cold them, 
they ſhould bave done well ts bave added Saint James bis adviſe 
to their perempiory words and wills ; which be much cenſures 3 by 
ſaying, as they ought to do ; If the L020 will, we will do this oz 
that, James 4.13, 14,15,16- #dich I 1bougbt they durff or coald 
not jon to their former words,becauſe it was both againſt the will 
commend of (God, tbat Miniſters Titbes ſhould be put down,eſpe= 
cially by Sonldiers, who received far above the tenth part of them in 
FAonthly Taxes for their pay 3; and from whoſe prefiice of receiving

tion all the Officers and Souldiers in the Garriſon by beat of 


Drum, upon the change of the Gards, were ſummoned three 
Kveral Mornings , ( juſt before my Chamber window ) to 
ſubſcribe, together with a Printed Letter ſent from the ſaid 
Council of Officers , to all the Garriſens and Souldiers in Eng- 
land. Scotland, «nd Ireland, concerning the heads of their 
Intentions and Deſigns then on foot ( and fince executed ) 
defiring their opinions ofgand concurrence with them there- 
in by their Subſcriptions. This Letter with the Petition a- 
galaſt Tithes ,, were both read together to the Souldiers 
three ſeveral mornings, who at the cloſe every morning, 
gave two or three great ſbeu's;, and afterwards ſubſcribed both 
the Letter and Petition. One Enſign and two commen Souldiers 
(who had formerlyread the Wercefier Petition for Tithes,which 
this was to countermine ). though they readily ſubſcribed 
the Leiter, yet refulsd to hgn the Petition; becauſe they 
thought it very unreaſonable to tike away Minifters Tithes 
alrogether , and provide no other maintenance in lieu of 
them; for which they were threatned to be turned out of the 
Garriſon and caſhiered ere long( as L was informed by other 
Souldiers ) all the reſt ſubſcribed it , and: divers of them a- 
gainl their Conſciences ( as they confeſſed to me ) becauſe they 
ſt not diſpleaſe their Officers , nor. thoſe who ſent it 10 them.

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ficers and Souldiers. In which fervice, theſe ative ſticri 
Spirits were very induftrious 1n all parts ro procure ha 
to this Petition, ſeducing divers to ſubſcribe it , by miſ- 
informing them, That it was only againſt Impropriators Tithes; 
which ſome honeſt Religious Gentlemen, ſubſtantial Free- 
holders, and Grand ſury-men of the Country being infor- 
med of, drew up a Petition ( in theBame of the-Gentry, Free- 
bolders, and others of the County, for the continuance of Tithes and 
Miniſters ſetled Maintenance, ſubſcribed wich many hands,and 
preſented by the grand Jury men tothe pr__ at their Ge- 
neral Quarter Seſsions, to ſend up to thoſe then in power, 
as the defire of the Gentlemen , Freebolders , and the Generality 
of the County ) which Peticion (as 1 have been informed) was 
preſentedaccordingly by one of the Juſtices, by Order from 
the Bench, though one of his Companions when it was de- 
livered by the Grand Jury to him to preſent to the Bench, 
had the impudence to tear the Petition in pieces in open Court, 
before be acquainted bis Aſſociates with it; for which he received 
a publick check. After the Souldiers Subſcription of the 
foreſaid Petition againſt Titbes in the Caftle,the like whereunts 
(as ſome Souldiers pn me _)was ſent to moſt other Garri= 
ſons and Counties to ſubſcribe, C by which we ſee whence ſuch

That it was the Cuſtom, uſe and pies 
prattice of many Pagan Warlike Nations, as the Romant,Greciansy 
C artbaginians,Tyrians, Saxons to do the like,who conſecrated 
the Tenths of all cheir Spayls to their Idol-Gods and 
Prieſts, as we may read at large in Mr. Seldens Hiſtory of 
Tithes and Review, c.

For the firſt, they are either Officers and Common Soul- 
diers, and thoſe, either ſuch who have gained or purchaſed 
Lands fince the Wars, lyable to Tithes; for ſuch who bave 
no Lands at all, and ſo not of preſent Abiliey, Capacity to 
pay Tithes. Thoſe who have any purchaſed Lands lyable 
to Tithes, are now (o fierce againſt them, (for ought | cin 
ogg not out of any grounds of piety or Conſcience; 
but, either out of an unworthy, covetous, degenerous.ſordid 
diſpofition, to eaſe themſelves and their Heirs from this juſt 
ancient Debt , yea a charge of Tithes ypon their New cheap 
Purchaſe;,and gain them as an Over-plas into their Bargains, 
to improve their Purchaſes to an higher value; the caſe of 
ſuch of them who approve of our Miniſters, our publick 
Ordinances, and are no Speakers, Anabaptifts, Seftarier. Or 
elſe a like ayaritious Diſpoſition, mixed with and beightned 
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by a protelſed Enmity, Malignity againtt the very Perſons, 
Calling of our Minifters, whom they-ulually- revile by 
the names of Baals Prieſts , Black Coats, Antichriſtian 
Locufis , rotten , corrupt Clergy-men , Seditious , F attions 
Uarlet; and all other rayling Fpithires , which Lilly in 
his late Aimanaces and Scurrilous Pampblets , hath furni- 
ſhed them wich, which they much magnifie. This is 
the Caſe of ſuch Sword men, who are above, or againft 
all Ordinances, Duties publick or private : or Anti{cripturifts, 
Antitrinitarians, gp no Seekers, Quakers, Aﬀeciers of the 
Souls mortality, as riling from and dying with the body ; of 
all cheir ordinary unordained Speakers, Preachers, inteted 
witch any other erronicus, beretical, or blaſþbemous opinions ; of 
all diſguiſed Feſuites, Prieffs, P :piſts under the Profeſſion and 
Name of Soldiers Taole who have no Lands liable to Tithezs, 
peticion and ſpeak again{t chem; either -meerly to pleaſe 
their Superior -Landed-Officers, for fear ot being caſhiered by 
them ; or 'becauſe they are infefted with Anabaptiſm, Jeſui» 
tiſm, Errors, Blaſpbemy, Scbiſm, Arianiſm, Atheiſm, contempt of 
all publique Ordinances, Duties, and « bitter Emmity againſt our 
Miniſters Perſons,Callings,or Intruders into their Office "as well as 
into moſt other Protefions)without any Lawfull cal. Theſe, 
in my Obſeryation(and1 appeal to every of their own Con- 
ſciences in the preſence of the Searcher of all bearts, for the rrurh 
of it) are the only erue Grounds, Motives of any Officers 
or Souldiers preſent ſtickling oppoſition againſt Tithes and 
Miniſters, arifing from within them, as they are private per- 
ſons. And theſe unchrittian Grounds, ſeconded with the 0+ 
pen or. under-hand follicications of their Anabaptiſtical,

theſe] Friers not only perkiſted in,by ſubſtrafting their own 
Tithes from the Miniters by colour of theſe Exempti« 
onz, but likewiſe the Tithes of theic other Pariſhio- 
ners , eſpecially -fych who conterning and deſerting 
their own Pariſh Prieſts and Churches, reſorted to 
theſe Friers Chapels, and acknowledged them for their 
Ghoſtly Fathers and Confeflors. This is moſt evident by the

to offer at Solemn Maſſes due and accuſtomed Oblations; did re« 
pair to the places and Houſes of theſe Friers, and (cozn and foz-+ 
ſake their Pariſh Churches, and ſo confer the due Rights 
of the Church wherewith the Churches were antientlp 
endowed, upon the Friers. A!ſo they who confeſs themſelves 
to theſe Friers, who before were accuſtomed annually by the 
Canoy-law to pay Tithes of their Tradings to their Pariſh 
Churches, from the time ſince thep ſubmitted themſelves 
to the Confeſſions of theſe Friers 1040 debito ac conſueto ne- 
geciationes ſvas decimare non curant , Neglea to pay Tithes 
of their Tradings, after the due and accuſtomed manner, 
And is not this the very preſent Grievance, Complaint of 
moſt Loudon and other Minifters throughout England, that
